t. OM YVetober 1950 it was learned that the perimeter of the 
mancuver area touched the towns of Aken, Magdeburg, altongrabov, 
ittenbers and Rosslau. the troops engaged in the maneuvers were 
said to heve come from Koethen, serbst, -itteaberg and -ogslan.
